There is no 
mystery ‘about this at all. It is a plain fact. This over-lapping 


means that money has been spent that should have been saved. | 
President Coolidge has given much time and thought to this problem | 
and when congress convenes he probably will act as he did when 


he was Governor of Massachusetts. Then he found a similar but 
smaller condition existing; he studied that problem and then acted. 
Cleaned it up in two days. 

The president has already said that there are too many job 
holders. If.representatives and senators have political wisdom they 
will not be a party to any raids on the treasury. They will buckle

It is not possible until the survey of the cituation has been 
completed to tell how much money can be saved by the re-organiza- 
tion of numerous bureaus of the government.

GOOD MUFFINS FOR TOMOR-

Mutfins are not really difficult to 
make successtully. The whole secret 
lies in having a good recipe. 

The easiest way to make muffins 
is to sift the dry ingredients, then 
slowly stir in the milk and. eggs, 
previously mixed—the whites beaten 
stif’. and added last, if you want— 
and then the melted butter or other 
“shortening. If muffins are made in 
this way they should be thoroughly 
| stirred and mixed before being pour- 
|ed into pans. 
| Some cooks always heat the mut- 
fin pans before putting in the batter. 
Doubtless this does make for lighter 
flufflier muffins. 

Muftins should be cooked in an 
even, rather quick oven. When they 
are done shake them out on a wire 
;cake cooler for three or four minutes 
before serving.
